Road Commission faces lawsuit

The Road Commission for 
Crawford County’s Board of 
Commissioners addressed the issue 
of its Managing Director at a May 28 
regular meeting, and by a vote of 2- 
1 the Commissioners decided to ter- 
minate James Briney’s employment. 

At the Thursday morning meeting 
Commissioner Robert Nelson said 
that after considering the matter he 
was going to “make a motion that 
Mr. Briney’s employment with the 
Road Commission for Crawford 
County be terminated immediately.” 

“I have considered this very care- 
fully, and I second the motion,” 
responded Commission Chair Ray 
Swiercz. 

Commissioner Bill Gannon dis- 
agreed. 

“If you have a problem with Mr. 
Briney sit down and talk to him 
about it,” Gannon said to the other 
two Board members. “You don’t just 
fire a person.” 

The Board voted 2-1 in support of 
Nelson’s motion to terminate 
Briney’s employment, with Swiercz 
and Nelson voting for the motion, 
and Gannon voting against. 

Managing Director Briney had 
been suspended with pay in April of 
1998, by the Road Commission 
Board for alleged wrongdoing. The 
Board extended Briney’s suspension 
by one week at a May 21 special 
meeting. 

The May 21 special session was 
designed as a hearing for Briney, in 
which he denied the allegations of 
impropriety that were brought 
against him by the Board. The 


charges included: misappropriation 
of public funds, allowing “‘defamato- 
ry Statements” regarding 
Commissioner Swiercz to be pub- 
lished, creating a “hostile work envi- 
ronment,” directing Road 
Commission employees to refrain 
from communicating with the 
Board, and failing to discuss ‘on- 
going litigation” with the Board 
members. 

After hearing Briney’s responses 
and comments from citizens in atten- 
dance the Commissioners voted 2-1 
for the additional week of suspen- 
sion, and said that a decision regard- 
ing Briney’s employment would be 
reached at next week’s May 28 regu- 
lar meeting. 

Near the end of the May 28 meet- 
ing Briney’s attorney Cynthia 
Fitzgerald served the Board of 
Commissioners with copies of the 
lawsuit James Briney vs. The Road 
Commission for Crawford 
County,which will be taken up in the 
Circuit Court for the County of 
Crawford. 

The suit contains five counts. 

The first count accuses the Road 
Commission of violating the 
Whistleblower’s Protection Act: 

“The Michigan Whistleblower’s 
Protection Act (WPA), MCLA 
15.361; MSA 17.428, et seq. pro- 
hibits an employer from discharging, 
threatening, or otherwise discrimi- 
nating against an employee regard- 
ing the employee’s compensation, 
terms, conditions, location or privi- 
leges of employment because

Crowd gets closer look at birds of prey

Joe Rogers, a Wildlife Recovery Association 
board member, travels around Michigan on a 
very special mission. 

Rogers knows just about everything there is to 
know about birds of prey and shares this knowl- 
edge with those who attend his more than 500 
annual talks. 

About 60 people of all ages came to see Rogers 
demonstrate and talk about eight different birds 
of prey that accompanied him to Grayling High 
School on May 29. He also talked to high 
school students earlier, during the school day. 

The first bird Rogers displayed was a Screech 


Owl which, he explained, likes to nest in big, 
old hollow trees, old houses and abandoned 
buildings. He said the Screech Owl’s voice may 
be what some people hear when they think 
they’ ve entered a haunted house. Screech owl 
babies resemble little, white fuzz balls. 

A Great-Homed Owl was next, with feathers in 
colors that allow the bird to look like it becomes 
part of the bark on a tree. This ow! likes to hunt 
in open fields because its wing span is four to 
five feet wide, making it difficult to hunt and fly 
within groves of trees. 

Rogers went on to show specimens of the Bard 
Owl, Red Tail Hawk, Kesteral Falcon, Turkey 
Vulture, Saw Whet Owl and a magnificent Bald 


Eagle. 

Those who attended were allowed to get with- 
in inches of each bird, but were told not to 
touch, the only exception being when Rogers 
brought out a Homing Pigeon and everyone 
enjoyed petting its silky feathers. 

All the birds Rogers demonstrates have been 
rescued from abandonment or injury. .. The 
Wildlife’ Recovery Association, based ‘in 
Shepherd, takes in as many as 700 birds each 
year. Some are fortunate enough to recover and 
are retumed to the wild and some are kept in 
sanctuaries for the rest of their lives. 


Vote on June 8 to decide three school

Polls will be open next Monday, 
June 8, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m., for 
voters in the Crawford AuSable 
School District to decide three 
school board seats and a $13.9 mil- 
lion high school improvement bond 
issue. 

Running for the school board seats 
are Caro! Ramaswamy, Gary J. 
Pettyjohn, Jack Pilon and Patrick 
Merrill. Brian Banda, whose name 
remains on the ballot, has withdrawn 
from the race. 

Banda has accepted the position of 
Varsity Girls’ Volleyball Coach at 
Grayling High School and a seat on 
the school board could be deemed a 


conflict of interest, according school 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds. 

The bond issue, if approved, would 
mean added classroom space for a 
growing student population; gymna- 
sium expansion to include a new 
girls’ locker room; new kitchen and 
cafeteria, improved auditorium 
acoustics and additional seating to 
accommodate the school’s growing 
drama, music and cultural arts pro- 
grams, and advanced computer and 
science lab technologies. 

If the bond issue passes, retirement 
of the bonds will require an addi- 
tional 1.99 mills in debt retirement 
millage. This will cost the average 
taxpayer about $50 a year, or about 
$1 a week.

“This culvert,” wrote Sturm in a 
memo to the Road Commission 
dated May 12, “was constructed in 
1997 under a temporary permit from 
the MDNR (Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources) — it must be 
replaced with a bridge.” 

Previous submissions ufider the 
Critical Bridge program were North 
Down River Road on July 24, 1974, 
Wilcox: Bridge Road under the 
“Wood In Transportation” program 
on Dec. 2, 1996, and the 
612/Manistee River bridge project 
under the “Timber Bridge Research 
& Demonstration” program on May 
30, 1995. As funds become avail- 
able through the various sources, the 
bridge replacement projects are 
approved for construction. 


The Road Commission unafimous- 
ly agreed that Northwest Design 
pursue all the above applications for 
funds, especially as they deemed the 
Wilcox Bridge project “urgent.” 

Sturm said he was especially grati- 
fied that MDOT had been able to 
furnish some fresh-flow information 
with regard to the North Down 
River Road bridge. He alsc reported 
that the Townline Bridge project in 
Lovells was on schedule.

Counts II and IV claim that 
alleged “illegal activities” on the 
part of Swiercz and Nelson and the 
“Plaintiff's refusal to mismanage the 
Road Commission for Crawford 
County, Plaintiff’s employment was 
terminated,” and that the “termina- 
tion was an intentional and willful 
violation of the public policy of the 
State of Michigan by Defendant.” 


The fifth count deals with “breach 
of contract.” 

The suit states that according to 
Briney’s‘contract Fie ~ DURE DAY 66 
terminated: for. good ‘and? suttivies ient_ 
cause,’ and: that’ the “Road 
Commission “did not have good and 
sufficient cause to terminate 
Plaintiff’s employment.” 


Count V of the lawsuit also claims 
that the Defendant is required to 
“make certain contributions” in 
tegatds to Briney’s pension and 
Tetirement program. The suit states 
that the “Defendant failed and con- 
tinues to refuse to make all pay- 
Ments necessary under Michigan 
Employment Retirement System to 
satisfy its contractual obligation to 
make whole in ad State retirement 
system.” 

Under all five counts of the James 
Briney vs. Road Commission for 
Crawford County lawsuit the 
Plaintiff is said to have “suffered the 
following injuries and damages:” 

“Past and future wage loss; loss of 
fringe benefits, including but. not 
limited to health disability and life 
insurance. Loss of certain pension 
benefits, including additional contri- 
butions to the Michigan 
Employment Retirement System. 
Loss of personal and professional 
Teputation and standing within the 
community of Crawford County and 
within the professional organization 
of county road commissions. Severe 

financial distress; and public humil- 
iation, outrage, embarrassment and 
emotional distress.” 


Under each of the five counts in 
Briney’s lawsuit the “Plaintiff 
requests this (Circuit) Court to enter 
Judgment against the Defendant in 
an amount exceeding Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000), plus costs, inter- 
est and attorney fees as provided for, 
and such other and further relief as 
may be deemed equitable and just.”

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County Commissioners hold authority to 


appoint Road Commission Board members

The choice of electing the 
Crawford County Road 


Commissioners was taken away 
from the voters on Feb. 20, 1996, by 
a County Board of Commissioners’ 
vote of 5 to 1. 

A county road commission has 
three members, and whether to elect 
them or appoint them, has been an 
issue for years. 

' The county board of commission- 
eis has statutory authority to make 
the selection for the voters — with 
6r Without their input or sanction. 

‘How the change from elected road 
commissioners to appointed came 
about is not certain, but the change 
occurred when the Crawford County 
Board resolved, on that date, to 
stite: i 

“WHEREAS, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners is 
now desirous of determining the 
Road Commissioners for Crawford 
County to be appointed by the 
County Board of Commissioners 
instead of elected. The term of each 
Commissioner shall be appointed 
biennially for the full term of six 
year. They shall hold office for two 
(2), Four (4) and six (6) years 
réspectively, beginning January 1, 
1997.” 


Also: 

“BE IT NOW RESOLVED, that 
we, the elected members of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, having the statutory 
authority to do so, do hereby resolve 
to have the Road Commissioner sys- 
tem of selecting the members of the 
Crawford County Board of Road 
Commissioners in accordance with 
MCLA 224.6 as amended effective 
January 1, 1997.” 

This resolution, which removes 
from the electorate the right to select 
members for this office, was 
approved by Commissioners Bruce 
Bretzke, Dennis Long, John 
Hartman, Robert Smock, and 
Kathleen Black. Robert McLachian 
did not sign the resolution amending 
the election procedure. 

The document was filed with the 
County Clerk’s office on Feb. 23, 
1996 at 4:34 p.m. 

The apparent controversy sur- 
rounding this appointment process, 
according to county governmental 
expert Kenneth VerBurg, is, “Some 
county commissioners view a seat 
on the road commission as a kind of 
‘plum’ and so lobby their fellow 
commissioners for an appointment, 
especially those who have the mis- 
fortune of being defeated in the prior 
election.

“Because terms on the road com- 
mission begin on January 1, it is 
entirely feasible for a county board 
to wait until after the election results 
ate in before making the biennial 
appointments.” 

VerBurg’s quick to point out that, 
“What rankles voters is when a com- 
missioner, defeated in the August 
primary or the November general 
election, can still participate in the 
decision to appoint him or herself to 
the road commission.” 

A defeated commissioner remains 
a member of the county board until 
January 1. VerBurg says that the 
decision to appoint road commis- 
sioners is political because road 
commissioners do not have to 
respond to district mandates, where- 
as those elected are ‘more clearly 
responsible to those who voted for

This small body not only controls 
land, but rights-of-way over that 
land; and, no one may cafry on a 
building project without first obtain- 
ing the board’s consent on a variety 
of issues like drain easements, road- 
way design, and entry plans to pri- 
vate property. 

Restoration of the voters’ right to 
elect members to the county road 
lies solely with the county board of 
commissioners. Unless the current 
commissioners change, by resolu- 
tion, the decisions of their former 
colleagues, the appointment process 
will remain as it is.

The smiling Irishman’ has announced he 
won’t run for reelection as Michigan attor- 
ney general — a job he’s held since 1961. 

When appointed attomey general by Gov. 
John B. Swainson, the job paid $17,500 a 
year. As Mg. Kelley departs, he heads an 
office of 295 attomeys and is paid $112,440 
a year. 

Times and circumstances may have 
changed, but Frank Kelley has not changed 
all that much over the years. 

He won election 10 times. The firs. -... in 
1962 was the closest, but Mr. Kelley scill 
won by 118,000 votes, while the top of the 
ticket — his champion, Gov. Swainson — 
was losing to Republican challenger George 
Romney in his first race. 

It should be recalled the entire Democratic 
ticket that year — lieutenant governor, trea- 
surer, auditor general, secretary of state, as 


well as attorney general, all of whom were 
elective officers at the time — all coasted to 
victory .... everyone but Gov. Swainson. 

Since then, Republican Govs. Romney, 
William Milliken and John Engler all have 
won statewide elections, some by landslide 
proportions, but each time Frank Kelley has 
been reelected by handsome margins — 
truly a remarkable feat. 

In his most recent election victory in 1994, 
with Gov. Engler sweeping to an easy win, 
Mr. Kelley ran more than half a million 
votes. ahead of his party’s governor candi- 
date, Howard Wolpe.

WHY QUIT now? In his valedictory 
announcement, Frank Kelley quoted his 
father, local Democratic leader. at whose 
knee he leamed politics in the old rough and 
tumble political days in Detroit.

Mr. Kelley only lost one election in his 
long run in state office. In 1972, he ran for 
U.S. senator against Sen. Bob Griffin. Mr. 
Kelley recalls he was 18 points ahead in the 
polls going into the late stages of the cam- 
paign, but could not overcome the nose-dive 
of Sen. George McGovem’s presidential 
campaign. 

That was the only time his ambition strayed 
beyond attorney general. He almost certain- 
ly could have moved to the Michigan 
Supreme Court, or been considered for a 
federal judgeship, but he loved the attorney 
general’s job, and that’s where he stayed 
until he decided his own fate.

Are the popular angels of our cul- 
ture, really angels? Reality depends 
upon more than just the eye of the 
beholder. You and I have heard peo- 
ple say, he or she is such an angel. 
Some people think God turns good 
people into angels when they die. 
Angels are popular throughout our 
culture in greeting cards, pins, 
plaques, movies and viher places. The 
only authority we possess about 
angels is the Bible. The doctrinal 
study about them is called Angelology 
or the doctrine of angels. 

While female or baby angels are 
popular today, you won’t find them in 
the Bible. Jesus answered this in an 
explanation of the resufrection. 
(Matthew 22:30) “For in the resurrec- 
tion they neither marry, nor are given 
in marriage, but are as the angels of 
God in heaven.” One purpose for mar- 
riage upon earth is for procreation. 
Angels in the Bible are always 
described as adult males. Since they 
are not mortal beings which die, they 
have no need for reproduction. But 
angels are not eternal beings like God. 
They wefe individually created by 
God as spirit beings without flesh and 


' blood. (Eph 6:12) Yet, God created

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Michelson Church 
lays cornerstone

“What a ride this has been!” 
exclaimed Rev. Doug Paterson, as 
he opened the celebration prior to 
placing the cornerstone in the 
church’s new 3,200 square foot 
addition. He did not initiate the talk 
of an expansion, he admitted, but he 
did see it through to its completion 
and consecration on May 17, 1998. 

Since early fall of 1997, the 
Michelson Memorial United 
Methodist congregation has been 
meeting for Sunday services in the 
AuSable Primary School. The 
Michelson building has been under- 
_ going extensive repairs, such as new 
electrical and mechanical systems, 
as well as interior renovation. The 
total construction cost was about 
$870,000. 
'. “s“The main goal of the building 
,committee has been to make the 
entire building handicapped accessi- 
ble,” said Paterson. 


A central elevator has been added 
to allow easy entry to all levels of 
the building. The sanctuary has been 


renovated, and the basément level 
containing the kitchen has been fully 
remodeled. 

The main addition to the church is 
a brick structure measuring 50’ by 
50,’ and its vaulted ceiling is tied 
into the roof line of the older por- 
tion. 

Over the years the west wall of the 
existing sanctuary had been tipping 
outward, threatening the stability of 
the roof structure. It required but- 
tressing with two concrete pilasters. 


“The renovation portion of the pro- 
ject,” said Parks, “not only reconfig- 
ured and refinished the sanctuary, 
but eliminated all safety and code 
deficiencies in the old building. All 
mechanical and electrical systems 
were replaced to meet-code require- 
ments, as well.”

Industrial site clean 
up bill approved by 


Michigan 


Michigan communities will see 
increased development of aban- 
doned industrial sites —similar to the 
River's Edge Development in 
Traverse City — under a $550 million 
environmental bond proposal 
approved by the Senate. 


Sen. George McManus (R-Traverse . 


City) said the Clean Michigan 
Initiative earmarks $325 million to 
clean up and redevelop abandoned 
urban industrial sites, known as 
browfields, and an additional $50 
million to support parks. 


“Using browfields like one where 
the Traverse City Ironworks once 
stood not only creates jobs and 
investments, it reduces suburban 
sprawl, conserves green space and 
maximizes the use of in-place infra- 
structure like water, ‘sewer and 
roads,” McManus said. 
The senator said the River’s Edge 
Development created 100 new con- 
struction jobs and an investment of 
neatly $30 million into the Traverse 
City economy. 
“The River’s Edge Development is 
a perfect example of how cleaning 
up Michigan’s browfields not only 
protects the environment, but keeps 
our economy strong with new jobs 
and investment,” McManus said.

“This money will make sure 
Michigan residents continue to 
enjoy one of the nation’s premier 
state park systems,” he said. ‘The 
Clean Michigan Initiative shows our 
commitment to a clean environment 
and increased economic investment 
in our communities.” 

In addition to funding browfield 
and state park projects, the bond ini- 
tiative provides $50 million to pro- 
tect streams from soil and pollution 
runoff; $25 million to remove conta- 
minated sédirH€lit from nine rivers 
and streams; $50 million. to. reclaim 
unused waterfront property; and $50 
million to upgrade facilities and 
roads in 53 state parks. 


The bond proposal now moves to 
the House of Representatives for 
consideration. Once approved by 
the Legislature, the Clean Michigan 
Initiative will go before state voters 
for final approval on the Nov. 3 gen- 
eral election ballot. —-
